enced trappers earn $125 a week and 
the old hands earn as much as $300, 
according to the Washington Star. 
One of the leading fur exporters of 
H obart states that this sum is a fair 
average with many of his customers. 
The trappers are sought after. Cara­ 
vans go out into the bush for weeks 
buying up skins. Before the advent of 
this industry landowners were glad ta 
have trappers to keep down the game 
that devastated their runs, but skins 
have now become so valuable that they 
lease the trapping rights for big sums 
and there are many applicants. 
The state government has followed 
their lead in respect to crown lands. 
Options are now held for two seasons 
ahead over the trapping country.

W hat Is Wireless! 
Wireless is man's control of electro­ 
magnetic waves in the ether. But what 
are electromagnetic waves? Briefly,

through ether or space, writes French 
Strother in the World’s Work. When 
you see sunlight, you see electro-mug* 
netic waves, at such ti number of vi­ 
brations per second that they are per­ 
ceptible to your senses through your 
sense of feeling or touch. 
But both 
light and heat are exactly the same 
thing, ^lamely, elect ro-mtigtietlc waves, 
The only difference between them is 
that tile lengths of the waves are dif­ 
ferent. The wave-length of light is al­ 
most inconceivably short—about "ne 
fifty-thousandth of an inch. Tile wave­ 
length of heat Is longer—about one 
ten-thousandth of un inch, Now, wire­ 
less is exactly tile same thing as light 
and heat, except that Its wave length 
is immensely lunger—anywhere from 
200 feet to 20 miles.

p w lng to the 
fact Thai the Danes, unlike the British, 
not gut their fish, tile foreign prod­ 
uct reaches the market in every fine 
condition—often 
alive — and 
conse­ 
quently has a rapid sale. 
No fish, 
however, that is not absolutely fresh 
is allowed to leave the market. 
It is 
immediately condemned by the food 
inspector. 
On the river side of 
the 
market 
there is a continuous flow of porters 
to and from the fish boats. 
These 
boats bring supplies straight from the 
fishing fleet in the North sea to the 
doors of the market. 
At this entrance are six sloping plat­ 
forms, called “forms.” 
At the head of

form 
Is 
a 
salesman, 
around 
whom gathers an eager crowd of buy­ 
er*. Ai the porters bring in the boxes 
of fish they are placed on the form, 
bought and slid down to a “heaver- 
up,” who shouts out to a clerk in a 
box nearby the size of the fish, the 
name of the boat that caught it. and 
the price obtained.
